Pittsburgh,  while  the  Italian 
bid  was  f.o.b.  destination.  A  6%  differential  is  applied 
against  steel  rranufactured  abroad  and  a  further  6%  appli¬ 
cation  is  rade  in  favor  of  don.estic  steel  produced  in 
labor-distressed  areas. 


At  least  one  investrr.ent  organization  thinks  that  the  utili¬ 
ties  have  effectively  coped  with  inflation.  The  invest¬ 
ment  rtanagement  department  of  Calvin  Bullock,  manager  of 
mutual  funds,  pointed  out  that  the  industry  has  exercised 
a  high  degree  of  ingenuity  in  offsetting  rising  costs.

Operating  incom.e  has  been  increased  slightly  to 
21.9%  of  revenues  in  '58  as  against  20.5%  in  1948.  All 
this  has  been  accom.pl i shei  without  large  rate  increases.
